Attractive In her stage appearance nnd add-
ing & fine dramatic interpretation of o art
not easy to et to hee unduestionsd voen
aualifleations, whe made n thoroughly effect-
ive Roalin Her rendition of “Una Vace
poca fa,” with lts rich ornamentation and re
auiring an enormous range, was enpecially
fine and divided honors with the lesson
Roene.

Curlo Hackett, the young American tenor,
made his Arst operatic appearance in Philn-
delphin, in the part of Count Almaviva. Mr
Hackett showed i voles of great swestiess
and warnith, of decided equality throughout
Its regletgr, which s fa'rly great, though not
of superiative power and somewhuat light In
qQuiality.  He waw at his best In the "Eoco
ridente in Clelo" (n the first aet, the mont
beautiful arla In the whole opera, and
appeared to good advantage voeally In the
